DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language- 
Claims 1, 3-10, 13 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
6,703,098, 6,709,801, 6,775,226, or 2002/0006684. 

All four references disclose an optical recording medium comprising a substrate having a 
dielectric layer, an interface layer, a phase change recording layer, a second interface layer, a second 
dielectric layer, and a reflective layer thereon where the layers are formed of the claimed materials in 
the claimed thickness. It is recognized that the references do not disclose the recording modes, 
linear velocities, NA value, etc. However, these properties are method limitations and therefore, are 
not given patentable weight. Further, as the medium is formed of the same materials in the same 
thickness, properties such as reflectance are seen to be inherent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2, 11, 12, 14, and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The art cited disclose similar optical recording media as claimed.
